A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 6/7/10 has been entered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Please amend the claims as follows: 
In claim 27: 

Delete on lines 1-2, the phrase "or the external right-angle bend at the distal end". 
Change on line 2, "effect" to -effects — . 
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In claim 28: 

Delete on lines 1-2, the phrase "or the external right-angle bend". 
Change on line 2, "comprise" to -comprises--. 

In claim 39: 

Amend line 6 from "a first insulating member end extending past said first end of said 
supply pipe" to ~a first insulating member end adapted to be displaceable so as to extend past 
said first end of said supply pipe--. 

Change on line 10, "an cap end" to —a cap end—. 

In claim 52: 

Replace lines 9-14 with -an insulating tube surrounding a portion of the pipe, the tube 
surrounding the portion of the pipe extending from the annular protrusion of the cap past the 
second cap end, the tube having an outwardly extending collar on a tube end most proximate to 
the annular protrusion of the cap and within the cylindrical recess of the cap, wherein the tube is 
displaceable along a longitudinal axis of the pipe, a path of displacement of the tube end with the 
collar being only between the annular protrusion of the cap and the inwardly projecting edge of 
the cap; and- 

Change on line 17, "and applicator supplier electric current" to -and the applicator 
supplies electric current--. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach or suggest an applicator for an electrosurgical instrument defined by the combination of 
elements as recited in independent claims 20, 39 and 52, including a cutting electrode driven by 
and connected to a gas and high frequency current supply pipe, an insulating cap having an 
annular protrusion which contacts the supply pipe and an inwardly projecting edge, a casing tube 
longitudinally movable relative to the cutting electrode so as to cover and expose the electrode, 
the casing tube displacement path being limited by the annular protrusion of the cap and the 
inwardly projecting edge, and a gas-sealing inhibiting device located between an inside of the 
casing tube and an outside of the current supply pipe so as to frictionally fix the longitudinal 
movement of the casing tube relative to the supply pipe. Farin (WO/98/01075) teaches an 
applicator with the supply pipe, casing tube and cap, but fails to teach the cap having a 
displacement limited by an annular protrusion and inwardly projecting edge, and further fails to 
teach a gas sealing element.
